The Politics of Education Association^ in association with 
the ERIC Clearinghouse on Educational Management/ is pleased to 
make available Anne Hastings' The Study of Politics and Educa- 
tion: A Bibliographical Guide to the Research Literature * Soon 
aj^ter its establishment in 1969/ the Association supported the 
preparation of such a bibliography/ but the time was not then 
propitious to bring such an effort to fruition* This volume 
meets the increasingly urgent need for the compilation of a 
bibliographical reference guide in a burgeoning field of multi- 
disciplinary research* 

The benefits of this volume should be immediately obvious 
to all who peruse it* To the research specialist it provides 
a handy guide to the various subfields that constitute the 
politics of education* Whether those interests focus on 
elementary-secondary or higher education, on a specific issue 
area, on the politics of educational finance, or in some other 
sphere or concentration/ this bibliography is likely to speak 
to the researcher's immediate needs* 

For the educational practitioner this volxmte is no less 
valuable. As a current source on politics of education research, 
the bibliography contains the best listing available of what we 
know about educational politics. While few of the included 
entries are prescriptive in nature/ the listed studies do 
contain a wealth of insights and understandings of considerable 
utility to the educational activist* 

The Study of Politics and Education will be of special 
assistance to graduate students. It provides an immediate 
short-cut to often tedious bibliographic searches designed to 
acquaint oneself with a particular literature* Further, the 
bibliography provides a baseline by which one can assess the 
adequacy of other literature searches and surveys* 

This bibliographical guide demonstrates most effectively 
that politics of education writing and research have become a 
focal activity for many political scientists, sociologists, 
journalists, educators, and others* A decade ago this volume 
would have been less than half its present size* While many 
of the issues dominating educational politics in the past ten 
years have come and gone/ scholarly research and published 
studies give no sign of diminishing* Earlier concerns about 
the possible faddishness of politics of education research have 
proved to be unwarranted* 

The Politics of Education Association is greatly indebted 
to Anne Hastings for accepting its offer to compile the first 
comprehensive bibliography on the politics of American education* 
The development of a bibliography of this size and scope has 
been no simple task/ and Ms* Hastings can be proud of the

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INTRODUCTION 



The Study of politics and Educationt A Bibliographic 
Guide to the Research Literature has been designed priinarily 
as a research tool for scholars and students of the politics 
of education* In it, I have sought to collect the literature 
most useful to the study of the politics of education — i*e*r 
literature from the field itself, as well as selected related 
literature from political science, public policy, and educa- 
tion—and arrange it topically in a convenient, easy-to-use 
format* However, because many of the publications are not 
highly specialized, technical, or theoretical, but speak to 
critical contemporary educational issues, educational prac- 
titioners of every sort should also find this bibliography a 
handy reference guide* Finally, scholars and students in 
other fields of inquiry, such as the sociology or economics 
of education or educational administration, will find several 
sections directly relevant to their research concerns* 

My purpose in compiling the bibliography was n ot to pro- 
vide definitive coverage of the field itself; in some respects 
my purpose was narrower and in other respects broader than 
that* It was narrower in that I was not attempting to define, 
either explicitly or implicitly, the boundaries of the field 
of politics of education, a field which in its short twenty- 
year existence has branched off in multiple and diverse 
directions* As Paul Peterson has observed: 

The politics of education is a new field, 
but so far it has very little discipline 
to it* As practiced by those wearing the 
label, it reaches across the very breadth 
of political science and education* What's 
more, no methodological approach is peculiar 
to or excluded from this f ield* ^ 

My purpose was not to impose arbitrary boundaries on the field* 
Several important areas of inquiry in the politics of educa- 
tion—political socialization, comparative politics of edu- 
cation, and student activism — were excluded, because recent 
bibliographies of these areas of study are currently available*^ 
On the other hand, my purpose was broader in the sense that 
the bibliography includes literature that is tangential to 
the field but from which many of the concepts, methods^ and 
theories used by scholars in the field have been borrowd* 
Researchers who are attempting to uncover the interrelation- 
ships of education and politics would not be well served by a 
bibliography that did not provide coverage of these related areas* 

The bibliography has been designed to be used in three 
ways* First, lists of publications related to a single topic 
can be located* Entries are classified according to subject 
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matter into eight major sections and forty^seven subcategories, 
as shown in the Table of Contents- Listed in each subcategory 
are the complete citations to publications directly relevant to 
that topic as well as a listing by entry number of other related 
publications that have been classified in another subcategory. 
If it is not readily apparent from the Table of Contents in 
which subcategory publications related to a particular topic 
are located, the reader is advised to consult the subject index- 
Secondly, the bibliography can be of assistance in deter* 
mining the content and coverage of a single publication- By 
noting in which subcategory the publication is located as well 
as the subcategories to which it is cross-*referenced (as indi- 
cated at the end of each entry) , the reader will have a general 
idea of the publication's coverage- The entry also indicates 
whether the publication contains a bibliography. Moreover, any 
entry in Sections 1 through 6 that is an edited collention of 
articles lists the individual author and title of each article 
in the collection. Each entry in Sections 7 and 8 (the repre- 
sentative works in government and public policy) that is an 
edited collection lists the authors only, unless an article is 
directly related to education, in which case the title and 
author are given. Finally, for any publication in the Educa* 
tional Resources Information Center (ERIC) system as of December 
1979, the ERIC accession number is provided. Abstracts of these 
publications can be found in either Resources in Education (if 
the number begins with ED) or Current Index to Journals in 
Education (if the number begins with EJ),' and in many cases, 
the document itself is available from ERIC. 

Finally, the bibliography can be used to locate works of 
a single author. The name index lists alphabetically the name 
of every author and t>e number of every entry in which that 
name appears, either as principal author, coauthor, or contri- 
butor. 

For the most part, entries consist of books and monographs 
published between 1960 and Deconber 1979. In important but 
underdeveloped areas of research in which there are few book- 
length treatments, significant articles were included. Other 
important articles were selected for inclusion if they met the 
following criteria: utility for subsequent research; comprehen- 
siveness of treatment; usefulness of the bibliography or notes. 
No dissertations were included unless later published. Finally, 
textbooks in political science as wg21 as association and 
governmental reports, wilh the exception of some very important 
reports such as the Coleman Report or the Report of the Presi* 
dent's Commission on School Finance , were not included. However, 
the reader interested in locating U.S. government documents 
should consult the appendix, which lists and describes the major 
indexing sources for public documents. 

Despite these general guidelines, there were still many 
judgments that had to be made in deciding which publications to 
include. Inevitably, there are publications that were not 
included that might have been.

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APPENDIX 

A NOTE ON U. S. GOVERNMENT DOCUMENTS 



There are innumerable U. S< government publications, such 
ap congressional hearings, debates, and reports; committee 
p^rints; agency reports; and government periodicals that can be 
of enormous value in the study of the politics of education. 
TJiey constitute both primary sources of data and secondary 
analytical sou^rces. However, locating these publications can 
bp both time-consuming and frustrating since there is no single 
source of all government documents. For example^ although the 
Gpvernm^nt Printing Office (GPO) carries a sales inventory of 
some 25,000 titles, this number represents probably only one- 
sixth of its total printing inventory. Many publications are 
sold or distributed free by the issuing agency. Frequently 
the only way to locate these publications, unless they happen 
to be indexed in ERIC, is by consulting the agency's publication 
list, or if not there, by contacting the agency directly. If 
one is aware that a particular publication exists, it can 
probably be located with some effort. However, to conduct a 
comprehensive search of all government publications related 
to a particular topic is something of a hit-or-miss proposition. 

On the other hand, most government publications can be 
located by consulting several of the better known indexing 
sources. Familiarity with these bibliographic tools and their 
coverage can aid the researcher immensely. 

1. Educational Resources Information Center (ERIC) . 
Selected congressional documents, agency docu- 
ments, and court decisions of interest to 
educators have been extensively indexed ^tnd 
abstracted in Resources in Education (forni3rly 
Research in Education ) since 19C6. In recent ■ 
years, the coverage of public documents has 
improved considerably. These documents are 
usually available for purchase from ERIC or 

can be read on microfiche in one of the over 
650 libraries that subscribe to ERIC. Computer 
searches of ERIC are aX lo available at a quite 
reasonable cost. Government periodicals rele- 
vant to education, such as Civil Rights Digest , 
are indexed and abstracted in C urrent Index to 
Jo urnals in Education . 

2. Monthly Catalog of United States Government 
Publications . This source is the official 
listing of documents bearing the GPO imprint. 
Prior to 3 974, the Monthly Catalog indexes 
were almost exclusively one of subject with 
few author or title entries. Since that time 
however, separate author, title, and subject 
indexes have been included. 
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3, Publications Reference File (Prf) * This index 
is analogous to Books in Print for GPO publi- 
cations, PRP, which is only available on 
microfiche f lists all GPO publications currently 
in print and provides cotrplete ordering infor- 
mation, including the price of the publication, 

4, CIS Index , This source provides extensive 
indexing of all documents published at the 
request of Congress, such as congressional 
hearings and committee prints, publications 
of the Congressional Research Service or the 
Congressional Budget Office, etc, 

5, American Statistical Index (ASl) , Since 1974, 
ASI has identified, catalogued, abstracted, 
and indexed statistical data published by the 
United States government. It also micro- 
publishes the data for convenient access, 

6, Index to Government Periodicals , This index 
is analogous to Reader *s Guide to Periodical 
T^iterature for government periodicals. Pub- 
lished since 1970, it indexes some 300 to 400 
government journals. 
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
